Additional Backup Information

The Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2010 (Public Law 111-117, approved December 16, 2009), funded the
Sustainable Communities Initiative to improve regional planning efforts that integrate housing and transportation
decisions, and increase the capacity to improve land use and zoning, The Sustainable Communities Regjonal
Planning Grant Program will support metropolitan and multi-jurisdictional planning efforts that integrate housing,
land use, economic and workforce development, transportation, and infrastructure investments in a manner that
empowers jurisdictions to consider the interdependent challenges of economic competitiveness and revitalization;
social equity, inclusion, and access to opportunity; energy use and climate change; and public health and
environmental impact.

The U.S. Department of Housing awarded a Sustainable Communities Regjonal Planning Grant to Capital Area
Council of Governments on February 15, 2011. Capital Area Council of Governments seeks to contract with the City
for the development of a Sustainable Places Analytics Tool. This tool will provide computerized cross-functional
performance modeling of different scenarios for transportation, housing, economic development, land use, and




infrastructure investment with return on investment measurements to guide both local and regjonal planning, policy-
making, and investment in communities. The City plans to engage subcontractors for this project.
